.: It is alleged that Mr. Mat- 
teson's union membership caused 
the recommendation to be made that 
he be not re-employed is that true? 

A.: No. At no time was Mr. 
Matteson's membership in a labor 
union considered. The Board of 
Education, I am quite sure, em- 
ploys many persons who are mem- 
bers of unions. Where they prove 
competent they are re-employed,

HUN SUBMARINE ARRIVES. 


Sinker of Sixteen Ships and Slayer of 


Scores of Innocents Here. 


Unterseeboot 886, grim reminder 
of Boche treachery and atrocities on 
the high seas, crept into Los An- 
geles Harbor late yesterday after- 
noon like a sullen kitten, with the 
American flag flying from her con- 
ning tower. 

The UB 886 is one of the five 
German submarines which were sur- 
rendered to the United States short- 
ly after the signing of the armistice 
and has entered in its log a law- 
less marine record which the hand 
of time cannot erage. It is officially 
credited with sinking sixteen Allied 
merchant and passenger vessels and 
is guilty of the murder of scores of 
innocent -women and children. 


It is an unsightly vessel to look 
upon, dirty and greasy and et 
beneath its hatches and with m 
of its green coat of paint washed 
from its sides; The bow is battered, 
iis plates are dented by the explo- 
sion of depth bombs, ite topside is 
marked wth American machine gun 
bullets and on its deck is rigged 
a huge cutting blade, resembling the 
dorsal fin of a shark, which helped 
it to cut a path through the mine 
fields of the North Sea. o b

MIDNIGHT SHOT 
DARK MYSTERY. 


Alleged Assailant of Motor 
Driver Jailed Here. 


Says He Foiled Hold-up by 
Quickness with Gun. 


" 
Tells Every Detail of Deed 


The dramatic scene at midnight 
last Saturday when Stanley Milton 
Baker shot and seriously wounded 
Louls Iacano, a Los Angeles chauf- 
feur, on a lonely road two miles 
from Calabasas, was graphically re- 
enacted by the youthful bandit-sus- 
pect at the County Jail last night. He 
was brought here by Superintendent 
Manning of the criminal department 
of the Sheriff's office and Deputy 
Sheriff Hotz, and at once entered 
a denial of charges that he shot 
Iacano for revenge or robbery. 

Every detail of the grim scene 
and the subsequent mad drive from 
Calabasas to Santa Barbara, where 
ha made a temporary escape from 
a hail of bullets and a half-dozen 
officers, only to be captured an hour 
later at the railway station, was 
described by Baker to a Times re- 
porter last night. 

“I shot him in self-defense, but 
made the mistake of trying to es- 
cape. I did that because I was 
frightened, and once I started to go, 
I kept on until the car was disabled. 
Then I decided tu come back, when 
Il was „ he said. 

ONCE A DESERTER. 


Four years ago, when only 14, 
says, he deserted from the army.

POLICEMAN’'S UNTION? NO! 


A policeman’s union is a monstrosity 
that cannot be tolerated in the free city of 


Los Angeles. No man can be trusted with 
impartial enforcement of the law who is 


bound by a secret oath to protect and favor 


& certain class to the detriment ef the rest 
of the community. 

Reports have come to The Times that a 
large number of members of the police force 
have joined a anion and applied for a char- 
ter from the American Federation of Labor. 
In behalf of the law-abiding citizens of Los 
Angeles The Times is warranted in demand- 
ing that this thing be stopped at {ts incep 
tion. 


What? Members of the police force who 
take an oath to protect the city from law- 
breakers become breakers of the law?

Whenever peace officers become members 
of a policemen'’s union they take oath to 
abandon their post of duty whenever di- 
rected to do so by their unionite officers, 
not only of their own unions, but of the 
State and national federations. They may 
be called out to a man in a sympathetic 
strike and the city left without suitable pro- 
tection. Pickpockets and burglars are not 
supposed to be a class from which police- 
men are recruited; but they are no more 
objectionable than police officers who are 
sworn to honor the orders of the head of 
their union above those of the Chief of Po- 
lice. 

During the recent railroad strike the 
country learned anew that radical union 
labor leaders are inciters of and believers 
in violence. They have not the slightest 
respect for the law when it forbids some- 
thing that they desire to accomplish. To 
a radical unionite it is no crime to beat 
up any man who has taken the place of a 
striker. In certain unions such men are 
placed on a secret honor roll and relieved 
of payment of dues for a stipulated time. 

Every time a strike is called the radical 
union leaders defy the law and the courts. 
Why are injunctions granted by the Supe- 
rior courts whenever strikes are called’ 
Because the courts have been forced to take 
cognizance of the fact that strikes ere al- 
most invariably accompanied by violence 
and infractions of the law by strikers. How 
many Union-labor leaders are there in the 
country who have not at some time been 
convicted of a violation of the law in a 
labor dispute? 


There have been more convictions among 
labor-union leaders for crimes against the 


pulflic peace than in any other class in the 
country. Their record for law-breaking is 
appalling. And it is with this class that 
some of the policemen are seeking to afl 
ate. The city would be better served by 
having no police sorce at all. To give such 
men the authority vested in peace officers 
would be to place a premium on violence. 
We should soon have a “red guard” running 


would take such an oath; the best 
would be driven off the police force 


Shall we have as guardians of our lives 
and homes members of organizations that 
openly defy the courts, who avow that they 
will not obey injunctions and court orders? 
Shall we have as guardians of public prop- 
erty men who make the destruction of the 
property of any individual or company 
against whom a strike is declared a part 
of their creed? Under such conditions 
things would come to a solemn pass. 

Imagine sending a squad of unionized po- 
licemen to protect the property of a com- 
pany, against which a strike had been 
called, from destruction by strikers! The 
assurance of non-molestation by the police 
would lend encouragement to rioting and 
violence. 

No man can serve two masters. No man 
can be a good policeman and a good labor 
union man at the same time. The hour is 
certain to come when he would be forced 
to be false to his obligation to the city or 
to the union. He cannot be faithful to one 
without being false to the other. The fact 
is too self-evident to necessitate further 
elucidation. 

Chief of Police Home must be aware of 
the condition t exists. Mayor Snyder 
and the Police mission must be aware 
of it. And it is the duty of these sworn 
guardians of the public peace to see to it 
that every union member of the police 
force resigns either as a peace officer or 
as a member of thé union. It was not so 
very long ago that the President approved 
the act of the Postmaster-General in forbid- 
ding the formation of a postman's union. 

And for what object do the policemen 
seek in forming a policemen's union’ Is 
it to secure better pay and better working 
conditions? The Times is confident that 
their appeal to the city could better be 
made as a voluntary organization than as 
a union affiliated with the American Fed- 
eration of Labor. The service which the 
police render is at times a perilous one. 
They are required at all times to temper 
courage with discretion The remunera- 
tion offered should be sufficient to attract 
and retain high-class mer. 

The Times has gone on record in advoca- 
cy of an increase in policemen'’s pay. They 
are serving the public at a critical time 
and should be well paid for their service; 
well paid as honest and efficient peace of- 
ficers, but not as members of a policemen’s 
union. Raise their wages, yes. But the 
safety of the lives and property of citizens 
depends on the dismissal from the police 
force of every officer who persists in re- 
taining his membership in the policemen's 
unfon. The Times feels confident that a 
policemen’s union fs a thing which the 
citizens of this industrially-free community 
will not tolerate. It is unthinkable. Get 
off the force, Men, or get out of the union! 

Ne man’s home, no man’s wife, no man's 
children will be safe in Los Angeles if the 
police force is unionized and made subject 
to the orders of the red unionite bosses. 

What is a police force for? Why do we

financial interests of Los Angeles to main- 
tain ever-present proof that paying tribute 
to a labor union and its walking delegate 
will bring no whisper of advantage to any 
conscientious worker, About all that the 
conservative members of the unions claim 
for them is that they have enabled the lazy 


and least competent workers to get more | 


money than would otherwise be their por- 
tion. But at the same time this has been 
to a large extent at the expense of the 
skilled and ambitious. They might have 
made more but for the fact that they were 
compelled to pull themselves down to the 
deadiy average. For this they forfeited 
the friendly interest and co-operation of 
the employer. When the only thought is 
how to demand the greatest amount of 
money for the least amount of work in the 
shortest possible time nobody is getting 
anywhere. That is efficiency with reverse 
English. In a land suffering from under- 
production it is criminal. 


But that is the position of the average 
labor-union organization. 

Working conditions are better in Los An- 
geles than any other large city in the world. 
They must not only be kept so, but im- 
proved. The city is peculiar in one respect. 
There are a great Many people of small or 
modest means who, for the very joy of liv- 
ing here, are willing to work for any little 
wage that will enable them to satisfy their 
simple desires. Possibly they could get 
along without work, but they soon feel the 
impulse to do something and so they drift 
into the banks and offices where their tal- 
ents and previous experience quickly quali- 
fy them for positions. As a result the of- 
fice and clerical class of the city is largely 
filled by underpaid men and women. When 
a realtor can find a good book-keeper who 
is glad to work for him at $80 a month it 
seems like foolishness and poor business to 
pay him 150. 

But the financial and commercial inter- 
ests must do their share in preserving the 
reputation of the city as the home of free 
and contented labor. The price is high, but 
it is worth paying and the example may 
save America. The industries and business 
houses of Los Angeles must not wait for 
the walking delegate to knock at their 
doors with insane demands for recognition 
and toll. The workers must be made to 
feel that they will be paid what they are 
worth and that unusual skill and initiative 
on their part will be understood and appre- 
clated. The health, welfare and future of 
the employee must be made matters of con- 
sideration on the part of the employer. 
There must be no dingy and unsanitary en- 
vironment for workers. God gave us ample 
store of sunshine and pure air and we must 
not withhold it from our fellows. 

There are large financial institutions 
with reputations for paying niggardly sala- 
ries. They can get the men—plenty of 
them—at their own price. In fact, posi- 
tions with them are considered desirable, 


because they are respectable and clean. 
But when a clerk is handling many thou- 
sands of dollars a day and knows that his 
firm is piling up its thousands of profit 
while his envelope contains less than $100 
a month the germ of socialism finds easy 
lodgment in his brain. 

What is wanted is an organization of 
business and industry for the purpose of 
determining not how little but how much 
can be given to labor. Wages should tend 
to co-operation and profit-sharing wherever 
possible. The bonus should not be torgot- 
ten, but it should be for merit and faithful 
service. There should be help and urge in 
home building. Working conditions must 
be not only comfortable but attractive. 

All these are not to be had or even 
thought of under union dominance; but 
they have become an integral part of the

he can do for those who in so large a sense 
are dependent upon him. During the war 
men were told to give to the Red Cross— 
give “until it hurt.“ Why not have 3 little 
of this idea right here in the factory, the 
bank, the office, the store? .

OF BUNCO MEN. 


Police Chief Starts Drive to 


Asks All Banks for Help in 
Nailing Gold-Brickers. 


Believes Shady 0 
Can be Ended Here. 


Bunco men, who for years have 
operated during the winter months 
in Les Angeles, will have a hard 
time in Southern California this 
year, if plans announced yesterday 
by Chief of Police Home are car- 
ried out by the banks of this city. 

According to Chief Home, all good 
Punpcomen carry on their big deals 
through banks and can be blocked if 
bank cashiers and clerks who handle 
large sums of money in transfers 


report all suspicious deals to the 
police. 

Chief Home yesterday mailed the 
following letter to the president of 
every bank in the city and stated 
he would follow each letter with a 
Personal call within a few days: 


for buncomen. This city is no ex- 
ception. Particularly ts this so dur- 
ing winter months I have made de- 
termined efforts in the past to make 
this an unhealthy locailty for men 
of this stripe. This year I have 
planned a more. comprehensive cam 


als. To be successful in this cam- 
paign I need your close co-opera- 


“To operate successfully, confi- 
fence men must work through banks 
in most instances. This gives their 
egal operations the appearance of 
being bona fide transactions. 

Once a prospective victim is in- 
terested in a business deal, thse 
confidence operators switch their m- 
terest to a fake stock deal, land 
tranefer of bogus character, a gold- 
brick scheme, a horse race or some 
other similar deal offering tempting 
returns for brief investment. These 
ertminals go 80 far as to install tele- 
fFraph instrumente, charts and other 
paraphernalia in downtown buildings 
and thereby give the appearance of 
a stockbroker’s office, a racing ex- 
change, or some sort of an elaborate 
broker's office. 

“Intended victime are usual 
selected from among the visitors 
from vutside communities, past ex- 
perience has taught ue Once inter- 
ested in some deal offering big re- 
turns the intended victim is usually 
induced to make a tranafer of a large 
sum of money from his home bank 
Generally the largest banks in this 
city are selected for the one through 
which the transfer from the North. 
South, Middle West and East is to 
be made. This gives the intended 
victim more confidence. 

“In nearly every instance, the in- 
tended victim is warned against des- 
closing to the banker or bank em- 
Ployees the nature of the pending 
transaction. Buncomen are very care- 
ful about this. 

“My object is to enlist the aid 
of your employees. Cashiers, tellers 
and clerks handling large sums for 
transfer can ald this department to 
the greatest extent by vigilance. 
Thougands of dollars can be saved 
t the public. In fact, if I am ac- 
corded full co-operation from all 
banks, the operations of buncomen 
can be reduced to a minimum, which 
will result in driving them from the 
community because of their inabil- 
ity to complete their crooked trans- 
actions. A communication with 
Captain of Detectives Charles R. 
Moffatt or myself will result in im- 
mediate action.

JAILED AS KIDNAPER 
OF HER LITTLE GIRL. 


ARRESTED AFTER HUNT BY 
HER MOTHER-IN-LAW, 


Charged with ving kidnaped 
her own daughter, Ruth Nicholson, 
5 years of age, from Coalinga, Mra. 
Noemah Nicholson, 24 years of age, a 
motion-picture actress, was arrested 
late yesterday afternoon at the 
Bellmar apartments, Fourth and Los 
Angeles street. She is 
Sheriff Jones of Fresno. The child, 
who was also taken into custody, 
will be delivered to the juvenile au- 
thorities. 

According to Detectives Hurt and 
Shy, who made the arrest, Mra. 
Nicholson left her husband, Ralph 
8. Nicholson, a Coalinga dairyman, 
two years ago. Some time later the 
child was adopted by Mrs. Mary 
Nicholson, her grandmother, and 
taken to Vancouver, B. C. Early 
in July of this year, Mrs. Mary 
Nicholson and the child arrived at 
Coalinga for a visit and a few days 
later the little girl disappeared. 
Several weeks ago, police of 
Fresno said they had discovered 
that Mre. Noemah Nicholson had 
taken the child and was in hiding 
in this city. Following a two- weeks 
search, the little girl and Mrs.
